Views On Practicabi

Senator Holland's views on 
the fina) overall water control 
plan coincide with those ex- 
pressed by Col. Teal and other 
members of the Corps of Engi- 
neers in that questions of de- 
tails are subject, to consultation 


This fact was brought out in” 
a mecting between Senator Hol- 
land and Resources Develop- 
ment Board Water Control 
Committee in Miami on Sun- 
day morning, 

"I see nó reason at the pre- 
sent time to abandon the very 
valuable island lands, even 
though it might cost money to 


jproteet them and then more 


than average maintenance and 
pumping costs to farm them, 
said the Senator . “As time 
goes on, the unusual fertility 
of these lands and their very 
great advantage against frost 
can conceivably make them 


most, desirable, he continued. 


"As to the size of the con- 
servation areas,” he stated, 
“that, of course, is an engineer- 
ing matter, but it secus that 
the Legislature and the voters 
in referendums have made pro- 
yision as is practicable at present 
Then too, we do not have too 
much good lands and it seems 
far sighted not to doom good 
lands to oblivion by inclusion 
in this conservation area— at 
least not more than is abso- 
lutely necessary.” 

The Senator pointed out that 
in a mater ,of this kind the 
physical steps in Congress are: 

(1) An authorization along 
broad general lines for the un- 
dertaking of the plan, 

(2) An appropriation to cov- 
er the actual costs of the work 
in piecemeal, or as it is needed, 
with first things first, 

(3) Additional appropria- 
tions for the execution of the 
works as progress is made. 

It was pointed out that in 
most major projects changes are 
made by the engineers after the 
work has actually been begun 
to meet conditions as then 
presented, 

The Senator agreed with the 
visiting committee that addi- 
tional runoff from Lake’ Okee- 
chobee is an immediate need 
before any relief an 
pected by the general plan} le. 
will consult with the engineers 
in an effort to find what part 
of the big plan might be execut- 
ed immediately that will give 
this additional run-off. The 
next two years are considered 
critical in the operations of the 
Glades because of the high wa- 
ter and possible rains before 
effects are felt from the work 
on the proposed overall plan.
